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SUBJECT: CONSIDERATIONS RE FONMIN ALLON'S VISIT TO MEXICO

1 . DURING A CALL ON ME FEB 3, ISRAELI AMBASSADOR AYNOR SAID 
THAT HE WAS CONCERNED THAT TWO THINGS MIGHT SPOIL POREIGN 
MINISTER ALLON'S VISIT TO MEXICO WHICH IS TENTATIVELY SCHED- 
ULED TO TAKE PLACE IN MARCH OR APRIL. FIRST AND FOREMOST, HE 
WAS WORRIED THAT THE RECENT VISIT OP TWO PALESTINIAN OPPICIALS 
TO MEXICO MIGHT SIGNAL NEW MOVEMENT TO OPEN A PLO OFPICE HERE. 
IN THE ISRAELIS' VIEW, OPENING OF A PLO OFFICE IN MEXICO 
WOULD BE HARMPUL TO BILATERAL RELATIONS AT ANY TIME BUT 
PARTICULARLY IP THIS CAME BEFORE, DURING OR ON THE HEELS OP 
ALLON'S VISIT. I REPLIED THAT I HAD NOT HEARD THAT THERE HAD 
BEEN ANY MOVEMENT TO SET UP A PLO OPPICE HERE AND THAT AS OP 
LAST FALL, THE PROBLEM SEEMED TO BE THAT THE PLO WANTED THE 
GOM TO GIVE THEM FREE OPPICE SPACE AND PINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 
IN ESTABLISHING AN OPPICE HERE. AYNOR SAID THAT HE HAD HEARD 
THESE RUMORS AND HAD ASSUMED THAT THE PLO, WHICH HAD AMPLE 
PUNDS AVAILABLE, WAS MORE INTERESTED IN FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 
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2. THE SECOND POSSIBLE EVENT WHICH MIGHT SPOIL AI .EON'S VISIT 
ACCORDING TO AYNOR WAS TITO'S POSTPONED VISIT WHICH REPORTEDLY 
HAS BEEN RESCHEDULED EOR MARCH. NOTINV THAT TITO HAD CLOSE 
TIES WITH THE ARABS AND HAD OETEN MADE PRO-ARAB AND ANTI- 
ISRAELI STATEMENTS IN PUBLIC, AYNOR SAID THAT HE HOPED TITO'S 
VISIT WOULD NOT BE SCHEDULED TO COINCIDE WITH OR CLOSE TO 
ALLON'S VISIT. 

3. AYNOR DESCRIBED THE STATE OE MEXICAN-ISRAELI BILATERAL 
RELATIONS AS GOOD. EOR EXAMPLE, HE SAID THAT THE GOM WILL PUR- 
CHASE TEN MORE ARAVA STOL AIRCRAET (AN ELEVEN MILLION DOLLAR 
SALE) IN ADDITION TO THE LIVE ALREADY OWNED BY THE DEVENSE 
MINISTRY. HE ADDED THAT A MEXICAN TECHNICAL MISSION HAS JUST 
LEFT EOR ISRAEL TO STUDY THE POSSIBILITY OP ESTABLISHING A 
JOINT VENTURE ASSEMBLY PLANT FOR ARAVA AIRCRAFT IN MEXICO. AS 
THE MEXICANS ENVISION THIS PLANT, IT WILL SUPPLY NOT ONLY 
THEIR DOMESTIC NEEDS, BUT ALSO THOSE OF CERTAIN OTHER LATIN 
AMERICAN NATIONS. (COMMENT: THIS APPEARS TO BE A REVIVAL OF A 
PLAN TO CONSTRUCT AN ARAVA ASSEMBLY AND MAINTENANCE PLANT IN 
THE YUCATAN PENINSULA. AFTER A FLURRY OF PUBLICITY A YEAR 

AND A HALF AGO, NO MORE WAS HEARD ABOUT THIS PROJECT UNTIL 
NOW. END COMMENT). IN ADDITION, THE ISRAELIS ARE SUPPLYING 
MEXICO WITH FERTILIZER PRODUCTION TECHNOLOGY, AN AREA VITAL 
TO MEXICO'S AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT. ON THE OTHER HAND, 
AYNOR POINTED OUT THAT THE MEXICANS ARE SUPPLYING ISRAEL 
WITH CRUDE OIL WHICH IS IMPORTANT BECAUSE THIS IS A NON- 
ARAB, NON-OPEC SOURCE. (COMMENT: OFFICIALS OF MEXICO'S 
OIL MONOPOLY, PEMEX, ARE PLEASED TO HAVE ISRAEL AS CUSTOMER 
BECAUSE THEY PAY ON TIME AND ARE RELIABLE AND EASY TO DEAL 
WITH. THIS RELATIONSHIP DATES BACK TO THE FALL OF 1974 WHEN 
MEXICO BEGAN TO EXPORT OIL. AT THAT TIME ISRAEL WAS PEMEX'S 
THIRD LARGEST CUSTOMER. 1975 EXPORT FIGURES ARE NOT AVAILABLE 
YET.) 
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
